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Rockwell  Admits  Down's 
Syndrome  Student 

The  three-year-olds  at  the  Rockwell 
Child  Study  Center  hardly  realize  that 
Emma,  a  beautiful  blond-haired  little  girl 
with  Down's  syndrome,  is  "different."  In 
fact,  they  think  of  her  as  one  of  them — 
she  is  expected  to  clean  up  the  toys  like 
everyone  else. 

Five-year-old  Emma  Brown  joined  the 
class  in  September  and,  according  to 
teacher  Kathy  Morgan  Lucey  '67,  she  has 
adapted  well.  Like  any  student  in  a  new 
school,  Emma  has  learned  all  of  her  class- 
mate's names.  And  like  any  other  student 
she  has  learned  to  share. 

She  enjoys  playing  dress-up  with  the 
other  girls  and  putting  together  puzzles 
by  herself.  In  fact,  more  often  than  not, 
when  someone  tries  to  help  Emma  with  a 
puzzle,  she  says,  "Self."  She's  indepen- 
dent, friendly,  and  curious  (especially 
about  the  workings  of  the  camera  we  used 
to  take  her  photo!). 

Emma's  parents  chose  Rockwell  after 
seeing  several  other  schools  with  special 
needs  licenses.  Ann  Brown,  Emma's  mother 
and  the  teacher/director  of  the  Burr 
Cooperative  Nursery  School  in  Auburn- 
dale,  knew  she  wanted  her  daughter  to  be 
in  a  classroom  with  normally-developing 
children  to  serve  as  role  models.  Shirley 
Vara  Gallerani  '53,  director  of  the  Child 
Study  Centers,  says  her  parents  are 
"ecstatic  with  the  progress  Emma  has 
made.  She  interacts  wonderfully  with  the 
other  children." 

The  teachers  at  Rockwell  expect  Emma 
to  stay  with  them  for  at  least  two  more 
years  before  moving  on  to  public  school. 
"The  eventual  goal  is  to  integrate  Emma 
into  a  public  kindergarten,"  says  Ms. 
Gallerani. 
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Emma  enjoys  a  mid-morning  snack  with  other  children  at  the  center. 


College  Houses  Special  Needs  Class 
for  Newton  Community 


When  Eileen  Sullivan,  director  of  the 
Brookline  Newton  Early  Childhood 
Collaborative,  learned  that,  due  to  over- 
crowding, there  was  no  room  in  the 
Newton  public  school  system  for  the 
special  needs  class  for  three-year-olds,  she 
was  understandably  concerned.  Where 
would  the  nine  children  and  their  teacher 
go?  What  would  happen  to  them? 

Enter  Shirley  Vara  Gallerani  '53,  direc- 
tor of  Lasell's  Child  Study  Centers,  and 
Paula  Panchuck,  director  of  the  Early 
Childhood  Education  (ECE)  Program. 
Upon  learning  of  Ms.  Sullivan's  plight, 
they  began  to  talk  of  bringing  the  class  to 
the  Lasell  campus.  The  result  has  been  an 
enormously  successful  program,  tempo- 
rarily called  Wass  9  after  the  renovated 
classroom  it  occupies  in  the  Wass  Science 
Building. 

Lasell  offered  one  of  its  classrooms  to 
Newton,  free  of  charge,  and  costly  adapta- 
tions to  the  room  were  made  to  accom- 
modate the  special  needs  group.  The 
advantages  have  far  outweighed  the  costs, 
however. 

"Wass  9  fulfills  a  real  need  in  the  City 
of  Newton  and  works  well  within  the 
ECE  Program,"  Ms.  Gallerani  says.  "We 
benefit  because  it  brings  a  language- 
delayed,  special  needs  class  on  campus 
for  our  students  to  observe  and  work 
with,  and  the  special  needs  children 
benefit  because  they  have  use  of  all  College 
facilities,  including  the  playground  at  The 
Barn,  the  library,  and  the  athletic  field." 

One  of  the  most  noteworthy  aspects  of 
the  joint  effort  is  a  weekly  playgroup. 
One  day  a  week,  the  children  at  Lasell's 
laboratory  day  care  center,  The  Barn,  play 
host  to  the  special  needs  children,  and  on 
a  separate  day,  some  of  the  children  at 
The  Barn  visit  the  special  needs  children 
in  Wass.  "It  is  such  an  exceptional  thing 
to  see  happening.  Our  children  gain 
greater  awareness  and  sensitivity  towards 
differences,  and  the  special  needs  children 
get  the  modeling  of  normally-developing 
children,"  notes  Ms.  Gallerani.  "We  are 
grateful  that  the  College  has  provided  the 
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children  in  both  programs  this  special 
opportunity." 

Because  Massachusetts  state  law  will  re- 
quire all  potential  public  school  teachers 
to  have  significant  background  experience 
in  special  needs  education,  the  Wass  9 
program  is  a  particular  boon  to  Lasell's 
students.  "Everyone  involved  in  the  ex- 
perience has  benefitted,"  says  Ms.  Pan- 
chuck.  "Wass  9  has  become  a  laboratory 
classroom  for  us  and  model  program  for 
Newton." 

According  to  Ms.  Panchuck,  although 
Lasell  does  not  have  a  special  needs  con- 
centration within  the  ECE  Program,  the 
Wass  9  class  has  been  incorporated  into 
the  curriculum.  "This  fall  every  freshman 
in  the  program  had  the  opportunity  to 
observe  the  class.  As  a  result,  three 
students  have  expressed  an  interest  in  do- 
ing their  student  teaching  in  the 
classroom." 

Ms.  Sullivan  says,  "We  received  a  warm 
reception  from  people  at  every  level  of 
the  Lasell  community.  The  whole  ex- 
perience has  been  a  pleasure  and  has 
received  the  highest  praise  from  the 
parents  of  the  special  needs  children  and 
the  staff  in  Wass  9" 

All  agree  that  the  long-term  goal  and 
hopeful  outcome  of  the  partnership  is 
more  and  more  integration  and  main- 
streaming  of  special  needs  children  into 
normally-developing  classrooms.  With  the 
caring  and  efforts  of  those  involved  in 
this  program,  it's  a  commendable  and  at- 
tainable goal.

Evaluation  Team 
Gives  Lasell 
High  Marks 


A  report  by  an  evaluation  team 
representing  the  Commission  on  In- 
stitutions of  Higher  Education  of  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Col- 
leges commended  Lasell  for  its  openness 
and  cooperation  during  a  recent  visit,  and 
commented,  "The  warmth  and  vitality  of 
the  entire  College  community  made  this 
evaluation  a  pleasant  experience."  The 
purpose  of  the  September  visit  was  to 
review  and  make  recommendations  on 
the  three  four-year  programs. 

The  two  members  of  the  evaluation 
team,  Dr.  Jacqueline  Mara  of  New  Hamp- 
shire College  and  Dr.  Anne  Petry  of 
Rhode  Island  College,  met  with  16  stu- 
dents (sophomores  and  juniors),  President 
de  Witt,  and  senior  administrators,  among 
others.  The  team  studied  course  syllabi  of 
the  upper  level  courses  as  well  as  other 
materials. 

The  12-page  document  praised  Lasell's 
implementation  of  the  four-year  programs 
stating,  "upper  level  courses  offered  this 
semester  reveal  attention  to  significant 
content,  more  rigorous  requirements  of 
students,  and  well-conceived  sequencing 
of  topics." 

Within  the  report,  the  team  detailed 
what  it  considers  to  be  some  of  the  Col- 
lege's strengths.  These  include:  the  stu- 
dent's contact  with  program  directors,  the 
responsiveness  of  Dean  of  Enrollment 
Management  Kate  O'Connor  to  the 
students,  the  emphasis  on  computer 
literacy  within  the  academic  programs, 
and  the  attention  paid  to  each  student's 
individual  needs  as  exemplified  in  the 
Learning  Center  and  the  advisement 
program. 

The  report  also  says,  "President  de  Witt 
should  be  commended  for  his  leadership 
in  developing  the  four-year  programs.  He 
and  his  senior  administrators  are  forward 
looking  in  developing  programs  in  order 
to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  mid  1990s." 
In  addition,  the  evaluators  concluded  that 
Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  Cathy  Living- 
ston was  recognized  by  the  faculty  as 
their  academic  leader  and  praised  her  in- 
novative curricular  leadership. 

Recommendations  made  by  the  team  in- 
cluded continuing  the  policy  of  hiring 
faculty  with  terminal  degrees,  and  main- 
taining a  significant  level  of  funding  to 
the  Brennan  Library  to  support  program 
development  and  enhance  existing 
resources. 

The  report  made  note  of  the  "excellent 
rapport  exhibited  between  the  students 
and  the  [evaluation]  team.  It  is  apparent 
that  this  type  of  spirit  permeates  the  rela- 
tionships at  Lasell  —  that  is,  staff,  faculty, 
and  student  relationships."

Twenty-five  years  ago,  the  cornerstone 
was  set  for  the  most  widely  used 
building  on  Lasell's  campus — the  Jessie  S. 
Brennan  Library.  And  were  it  not  for  the 
generous,  charitable  bequest  in  excess  of 
$750,000  from  Jessie  Shepherd  Brennan, 
the  president  of  the  Class  of  1917,  the 
library  would  not  exist  as  we  know  it 
today. 

Because  of  its  three  components:  the 
library  itself,  the  Computer  Center,  and 
the  Learning  Center,  the  library  has 
become  a  place  to  study,  research,  work, 
and  socialize.  And,  as  Mr.  Smith  had 
hoped  and  said  in  the  quote  above,  the 
library  greatly  enhances  the  lives  of  the 
students,  the  faculty  and  staff,  and  the 
Newton  community  as  well.  It's  hard  to 
imagine  Lasell  without  it. 

Many  older  alumnae  will  recall  that  un- 
til 1968,  Lasell  never  truly  had  an  "of- 
ficial" library  to  call  its  own.  Previously, 
the  library  occupied  various  rooms  in  his- 
toric Bragdon  Hall.  As  the  volumes  and 
equipment  began  to  increase  the  library 
was  moved  to  larger  quarters,  but  never 
seemed  to  have  enough  space. 

Space  is  not  an  issue  in  the  Brennan 
Library,  which  includes  the  Rosen  Audi- 
torium and  two  individual  classrooms 
which  link  the  building  to  Winslow  Hall. 
The  library  itself  encompasses  17,000 
square  feet  and  seats  200  people.  It  holds 
48,305  volumes,  although  it  has  the  book 
capacity  of  100,000  volumes. 

Work  on  the  library,  which  was  designed 
by  the  late  architect  Edwin  Steffian,  hus- 


band of  Lovina  Smith  Steffian  '23,  began  in 
1966  and  continued  until  the  library  was 
completed  and  dedicated  in  1968.  When 
the  College  received  the  bequest  from  Jessie 
Brennan  in  1972,  the  library  was  named  in 
her  honor  to  recognize  her  generous  dona- 
tion to  her  alma  mater. 

In  addition,  other  donations  by  Lasell's 
alumnae  and  trustees  have  made  significant 
contributions  to  the  quality  of  the  library 
building.  In  1987,  Rosalie  Brightman  Rosen 
'27,  contributed  funds  towards  the  refur- 
bishment of  the  existing  auditorium  within 
the  library  building.  Upon  completion,  the 
room  was  renamed  the  Brightman  Rosen 
Auditorium  to  honor  her  beneficent 
donation. 

The  Hayes  Seminar  Room  was  given  in 
1969  by  the  late  trustee  emeritus  Virginia 
Ogden  Hayes  '33,  in  memory  of  her  hus- 
band, Carl  I.  Hayes.  A  second  room  on  the 
ground  level  of  the  library,  the  Gregorian 
Seminar  Room,  named  in  1968,  was  made 
possible  by  the  generosity  of  trustee 
emeritus  Arthur  T  Gregorian.  The  Stoller 
Meeting  Room,  formerly  the  audio  room  on 
the  third  floor  of  the  library,  was  renamed

Lasell  Offers  International  Internships 
to  Travel  Program  Students 


When  Travel/Tourism  student  Kim 
Hope  '89  wanted  to  do  her  intern- 
ship in  London,  she  approached  Janet 
Daubenspeck,  assistant  director  of  the 
Hotel,  Travel/Tourism  programs,  for  ad- 
vice. "The  relationship  with  faculty  at 
Lasell  is  a  two-way  street.  If  you  really 
want  to  do  something,  they'll  do  their 
best  to  help  you  achieve  your  goal,"  Ms. 
Hope  says.  "Ms.  Daubenspeck  worked 
with  me,  writing  letters  and  placing 
phone  calls  to  help  me  obtain  a  place  in 
London.  Without  her,  the  experience 
would  not  have  been  possible." 

According  to  Ms.  Daubenspeck,  interna- 
tional internships  are  generally  not  a  pro- 
blem to  set  up.  She  has  found  that  many 
travel/tourism  agencies  are  intrigued  by 
the  idea.  "We've  especially  found  Amer- 
ican Airlines  to  be  a  receptive  organiza- 
tion," she  notes.  "The  difficulty  comes  in 
trying  to  fund  the  opportunity.  Our  stu- 
dents are  living  abroad  for  at  least  four 
weeks  and  have  to  support  themselves. 
Many  employers  accept  interns  because 
they  are,  technically,  unpaid  employees. 
That  is  what  sometimes  creates  a  problem 
for  the  student." 

Before  organizing  an  international  in- 
ternship, Ms.  Daubenspeck  talks  with  the 
student  to  make  sure  both  the  parents  and 
the  student  understand  the  additional 
financial  burden  of  such  an  endeavor. 
While  students  are  working  abroad,  they 
must  pay  for  living  expenses  and  rent, 
while  still  covering  the  costs  of  tuition 
and  room  and  board  back  at  Lasell.  That, 
says  Daubenspeck,  is  why  most  students 


choose  to  intern  locally.  Lasell's  Office  of 
Student  Financial  Planning  is  looking  into 
the  possibility  of  arranging  a  fund  to  help 
students  afford  an  international 
internship. 

As  a  senior  in  the  two-year  program, 
Ms.  Hope  landed  her  first  international  in- 
ternship at  the  London  office  of  American 
Express  with  Diane  Morawiec  '89,  and 
says  the  experience  was  invaluable.  "Diane 
and  I  were  the  only  interns  during  the 
four-week  period.  We  got  the  chance  to 
work  in  the  four  different  departments  at 
the  American  Express  office  and  learned 
so  much  about  things  like  arranging  tours, 
obtaining  passports  and  visas,  and  making 
reservations  for  trips  abroad." 

By  taking  advantage  of  a  pilot  intern- 
ship program  at  American  Airlines  in 
Boston,  Lasell  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  place  student  interns  anywhere  the 
airline  flys.  Junior  Kristin  Melone  '92,  will 
begin  a  13-week,  supervised  internship  at 
the  American  Airlines  counter  at  Logan 
Airport  in  Boston,  while  a  second  student 
hopes  to  work  in  London  to  complete  her 
internship  at  American  Airlines.

tional tailoring  with  innovative  details. 

As  part  of  the  class  project,  the  stu- 
dents prepared  a  press  kit  on  Tunji  Dada's 
new  spring  collection,  and  handled  the 
publicity  for  a  press  conference  and  infor- 
mal fashion  show  to  model  the  new  line. 
The  students  say  the  clothing  designed  by 
Tunji  Dada  "offers  an  alternative  to  young 
working  women  who  want  to  be  profes- 
sional, but  portray  their  individual  style." 

According  to  Richard  Bath,  director  of 
the  Fashion  Merchandising  and  Retail 
Management  Program,  the  students  put  a 
great  deal  of  effort  into  the  project.

Have  you  ever  thought  of  starting  an 
alumnae  club  in  your  area  but  were 
afraid  it  might  be  too  much  work?  Have 
you  thought  of  starting  a  club  but  were 
afraid  no  one  would  come?  Have  you 
been  looking  for  something  to  do  that  is 
more  fun  than  cleaning  out  the  closet? 

Be  daring!  Start  a  Lasell  alumnae  club  in 
your  neck  of  the  woods.  Yes,  it  is  work, 
but  they  do  come.  And  it's  much  more 
fun  than  cleaning  out  any  closet! 

Take  that  first  step  by  calling  the  Alum- 
nae Office  at  (617)  243-2141.  Tell  them 
you're  thinking  of  starting  an  alumnae 
club  in  your  area  and  they'll  honestly  tell 
you  what  is  involved.  They'll  also  send 
you  a  list  of  all  Lasell  graduates  within 
your  area,  mailing  labels,  and  sample  in- 
vitations. You  have  now  completed  the 
hardest  part;  you  have  made  the 
commitment. 

The  next  step  is  to  set  a  date  and  find  a 
place  for  your  first  get-together.  When 
determining  a  specific  date,  take  into  con- 
sideration school  vacations  and  holidays. 
Many  of  the  clubs  already  in  existence 
meet  twice  a  year,  spring  and  fall,  on 
Saturday  afternoons  in  a  central  location. 

If  the  group  is  small  enough,  you  might 
consider  having  the  "meeting"  in  your 
own  home.

Now  that  you've  decided  on  the  date 
and  place,  you  can  plan  the  menu,  which 
will  affect  the  cost  of  the  event.  A  majority 
of  the  club  meetings  serve  hot  luncheon 
plates,  while  some  serve  club  sandwiches. 
It  is  up  to  you,  and  may  depend  on  your 
location  and  the  time  of  year.  The  cost  of 
the  average  luncheon  for  the  Lasell  clubs 
this  fall  was  $15,  which  covered  the  cost 
of  the  room  and  the  meal.  Menus  ranged 
from  marinated  steak  to  chicken  salad. 

It's  time  to  send  the  invitations.  You 
can  send  your  own  or  the  Alumnae  Office 
will  send  them  for  you.  Add  a  little  to  the 


total  cost  of  your  luncheon  to  cover 
postage  if  you  mail  the  invitations 
yourself.  It's  always  a  good  idea  to  call 
some  of  the  alumnae  in  your  area,  with 
the  help  of  other  interested  alumnae  or 
club  officers,  shortly  after  the  invitations 
are  mailed  to  encourage  attendance.  And, 
if  you  wish,  the  Alumnae  Office  will  send 
you  supplies  like  name  tags  and  Lasell 
mementos  to  hand  out  to  attendees. 
Whether  you  have  a  large  turnout  or  a 


small  one,  the  important  thing  is,  you 
have  made  a  beginning.  Those  who  come 
will  be  grateful  to  you  for  taking  the  trou- 
ble to  organize  a  club.  Those  who  couldn't 
make  it  will  be  glad  to  know  there  is  a 
club  in  the  area  where  they  can  attend 
future  luncheons  and  share  stories  of 
their  Lasell  days.  And  you  will  have  the 
immense  satisfaction  of  bringing  together 
a  group  of  people  who  share  a  strong 
common  bond  and  interest — Lasell.

Virginia  Ogden  Hayes  '33 

The  Lasell  community  lost  a  dear 
friend  with  the  October  7,  1990, 
death  of  alumna  and  trustee  emer- 
itus Virginia  Ogden  Hayes  '33-  A 
resident  of  Cranston,  Rhode  Island, 
for  more  than  70  years,  Mrs.  Hayes

In  Remembrance: 
Lucy  Johnson  Sypher 

It  is  with  sadness  that  we  report 
the  December  18,  1990,  death  of 
former  faculty  member  Lucy 
Johnston  Sypher.  Of  the  many 
outstanding  teachers  at  Lasell 
through  its  history,  none  has  been 
more  respected  and  admired  by  stu- 
dents and  colleagues  than  Mrs. 
Sypher,  who  taught  English  and 
history  at  the  College  for  forty 
years  (1929-1970).  She  and  her  hus- 
band, F.  Wylie  Sypher,  late  pro- 
fessor of  English  and  dean  at  Sim- 
mons College,  and  their  children, 
Wylie,  Jr.  and  Gale,  lived  in 
Auburndale  for  many  years. 

Lucy  Sypher  graduated  from  the 
University  of  North  Dakota  in  1927 
and  received  her  master's  degree 
from  Tufts  in  1929-  At  Lasell,  she 
was  the  first  adviser  to  The  Lasell 
News  and  in  1931,  the  senior  class 
dedicated  its  yearbook,  The  Lamp 
to  her. 

After  her  retirement  she  pub- 
lished four  books  based  on  her 
childhood  and  youth  in  North 
Dakota:  The  Edge  of  Nowhere, 
Cousins  and  Circuses,  The  Spell  of 
Northern  Lights,  and  The  Turn- 
about Year.  Though  intended  for 
young  girls  these  delightful  books 
have  been  enjoyed  by  adults  as 
well. 

During  the  World  War  II  years, 
Mrs.  Sypher  gave  current  events 
lectures  every  Thursday  to  the  en- 
tire student  body.  As  with  her 
classroom  teaching  and  personal 
counseling  of  students,  her  bril- 
liance and  humor  were  a  constant 
joy  to  her  listeners.  In  1973,  the 
alumnae,  in  recognition  of  her  con- 
tribution to  young  women's  educa- 
tion in  the  liberal  arts,  awarded 
Mrs.  Sypher  the  Lasell  Medallion. 

The  Sypher  family  has  created  a 
scholarship  fund  at  Lasell  in  her 
memory.  Alumnae  and  friends  may 
send  contributions  to  the  fund  to 
the  College's  Development  Office  at 
1844  Commonwealth  Avenue, 
Newton,  Massachusetts  02166.

Coming  Face  to  Face  With  Yourself: 
Maggie  Cohen  Sherman  70 


Community  artist  Maggie 
Cohen  Sherman  '70,  says  her 
unusual  works  of  art  are  derived 
from  usual  people.  Although  her 
artwork  consists  of  three- 
dimensional  masks,  she  insists  she 
is  not  a  mask-maker.  "I  use  the  art 
of  mask  making  to  unmask  peo- 
ple. I  work  with  communities  to 
make  a  social  statement.  When 
they  see  their  mask,  people  feel 
safe  and  comfortable  and,  in  turn, 
decorate  it  to  show  their  creative, 
spiritual,  or  emotional  sides." 

Ms.  Sherman's  unique  work  has 
become  so  popular  that  she 
developed  a  workshop  titled  "An 
Experience  in  Self  Discovery,"  in 
which  she  has  participants  make  a 
plaster  gauze  facial  cast  of  each 
other.  Each  person  then  decorates 
his/her  cast,  revealing  a  lot  about 
him/herself  in  the  process.  "You 
see  that  you  are  an  individual  and 
that  you  have  the  ability  to  ex- 
press yourself  by  the  decorations 
you  add  to  your  'face,'  "  she  says. 
"It's  all  good  fun." 

Ms.  Sherman  is  still  drawn  to 
Lasell — she  returns  each  fall  to 
conduct  a  self-discovery  work- 
shop during  Freshman  Orienta- 
tion. Although  apprehensive  at 
first,  students  relax  and  enjoy  the 
process  of  mask-making  and  dec- 
orating. This  past  fall,  students' 
masks  were  displayed  in  the  Bren- 
nan  Library's  exhibition  area 
through  Family  and  Friends' 
Weekend. 

Her  involvement  in  collab- 
orative projects  began  in  1981 
with  "Mask  Montgomery,"  in 
which  she  masked  the  more  than 
600  citizens  of  Montgomery,  Ver- 
mont, where  she  lives  with  her 
husband,  Joe.  In  1986,  she  was 
commissioned  by  the  Tennessee 
State  Museum  to  create  "A  Cast  of 
Tennessee  Faces,"  celebrating  25 
notable  Tennesseans  including 
country  singer  Loretta  Lynn.  She 
brought  together  some  of  the 
homeless  in  Boston  with  upscale 
area-homeowners  in  1989  with 
her  "Face  to  Face"  project.
